- Amerii a that sprung from Mr Seward's 
brain, sarpapB.eT.en, its creator in radi- 
calism, and aim at tbe'aooompliahmeDt 
of ends the mere contemplation of 
which would appall Mr Bright f Mr 
Maurice has been elected Professor of 
" Casuistry, Moral Philosophy, and 
Moral Theology" of Cambridge Uni- 
versity, a choice that has given very 
general satisfaction, ilr Tennyson has 
thrown tho negro philanthropists into 
a fit of tho horrors by sending a con^ 
tribution to tho Eyre Dofonco Fund.

Tho whole hoavons wero 
lirilliiintly illuminatod. Tho Bhowors of 
meteors wnru of groat beauty aiid brilliancy, 
and wero first obaervod in the conHtelliUion 
Loo, near the. star Oamuia Leonis. Thoir 
(iircctioii was mostly from tbo east to the 
west. I ho paths of tbe meteors were from 
three to foar degrees in the north. Near 
Ursa Major 20 or 30l were observed at one 
time, and crossing tbe zenith 60 or 60 more 
of unasaal size and duration, the majority 
being largor than stars of the first mognitude. 
At 8 a. m., tboy commonccd to dimlDieh 
yradimlly, until they all, moteora and stars, 
faded Mway in tbo morning light. Fivo 
thousand were counted in one hour (nearly 
12,000 in all) with tbe naked eye.
